He spoke with deep e arn ­ 
estness and at tim es became eloquent, 
Mr. Lodge warmly resented the Im­ 
putations cast on the president, the 
secretary of war and the arm y for the 
alleged cruelties and atrocities said to 
have been practiced in the Philippines, 
He said every effort had been employ­ 
ed by th* officials in authority to pre­ 
vent sui h cruelties as had been re­ 
ferred to ami measures had been tak- 
*-n to punish those guilty of them. 
Such things, however, were incidents 
of every w ar and could not be prevent­ 
ed absolutely. 
He bad no defense lo 
make of many of the cases of torture 
which had been * Red. but the men of 
the American arm y had been provoked 
almost beyond human endurance. 
He 
reoil* (I scores of instances of cruelties 
and tortures practiced by the Filipino 
Insurgents 
on 
American 
prisoners. 
Many had had their ears cut off; had 
been disemboweled, had be**n driven 
into stream s and. while drowning, shot 
to death; had been tied to trees a n i 
stoned to death by women and chil­ 
dren, and burled alive. 
O thers had 
been shot and boloed treacherously 
while succoring the wounded. 
In the 
face of these horrible atrocities some 
of th** American troops had been guil­ 
ty of adm inistering the “ w ater cure,'’ 
but the instances of this kind were 
isolated and no p art of the general 
policy in th* Philippines. 
He warmly 
defended General Chaffee for his con­ 
duct of m ilitary affairs in the Island*, 
and paid a brilliant tribute to his hero­ 
ism and patriotism. 
As he concluded 
his defense of the American arm y and 
the American adm inistration drew cor­ 
dial applause from the galleries. 
In a brief reply Mr Rawlins of Utah

Sadden R elapse Proves Fatal For tho 
A rchbishop. 
New York. May 6 .—Archbishop Cor­ 
rigan died at 11:05 o’clock last night. 
The death of the archbishop came as 
a great surprise aud shock to those in 
the arrhepiscopal residence. 
It was 
more so to the general public, for the 
last bulletin of the day w as that, so 
certain 
w ^re the physicians of Im­ 
provem ent in the condition of the pa­ 
tient. th ere would be no more bulle­ 
tins. 
Up to 10:30 there was no evi­ 
dence of collapse; in fact the arch­ 
bishop at 10:40 talked w ith his sec­ 
retary. 
About 11 o’clock, however, the 
trained nu rses who had charge at the 
bedside noticed a change. 
Acting on 
instructions, the physicians were tele­ 
phoned for. 
At th e sam e time the 
archbishop’s tw o brothers were sum ­ 
moned to the room as well as a n um ­ 
ber of priests. 
It was quickly seen by 
the physicians th a t the end was at 
hand, and in less th an a q u arter of an 
hour his grace was dead. 
His last 
moments were peaceful and without 
evidence of suffering. 
T he w aiting 
ones reached the room just In tim e to 
se** the prelate breathe his last. 
E v­ 
eryone stood silently by th e bedside 
watching the end. and at the very last 
all knelt to say th e final prayers as 
they saw th a t the end had come. 
A 
cruc ifix had been placed in the hands 
of the archbishop as he lay breathing 
with difficulty, and he died clasping 
it. 
His rosary hung from his w rist; 
over his head was a statu e of the 
Savior, sflid on on** side a picture of 
the M adonna. 
The Most Reverend Michael Augus­ 
tin Corrigan. D.D., was born at N ew ­ 
ark, N. J., in 1840. 
His parents cam e 
from Leinster, Ireland 
A fter having 
graduated from the schools of his na­ 
tive place, he was sent to St. M ary’s 
college in Em m etsburg. Md. 
After 
leaving St. M ary’s in 
1859, having 
made a brilliant record as a student, 
he w*ent to Europe to take holy orders. 
Upon his retu rn he was at once a s ­ 
signed to th e professorship of dog­ 
matic theology and sacred scripture, 
as well as to the directorship of Seton 
Hall college. 
Irater he becam e vice 
president of the college and when only 
28 years of age becam e president of 
th a t Institution. 
He was consecrated 
bishop by Cardinal McCloskey on May 
4. 1873, and rem ained in charge of the 
diocese of N ew ark for seven years. 
Owing to his successful adm inistration 
of his diocese Dr. Corrigan was select­ 
ed to b** coadjutor of Cardinal McClon- 
key. 
On Oct. I. 1880, he was raised 
to the archopig* opal see of P etra and 
mad** coadjutor with the right of suc­ 
cession. 
W hen Cardinal McCloskey 
died Archbishop Corrigan succeeded 
to the see of New York.

T his is Hie battle w ith stones, 
participated in by in h ab itan ts of Seoul. ; 
A t a spot about a mile and a half o u t­ 
side the city w alls, on the m ain road to 
th e K au river, the people assem ble by 
thousands eith er as w itnesses of or p a r­ 
ticip an ts in this truly icm ark able exhi­ 
bition of w arlike good w ill. B y previ­ 
ous arran g em en t piles of stones are in 
readiness, all carefully selected and of 
a convenient size. 
W ithout previous selection of com -; 
bat an ts the p articip an ts form th em ­ 
selves into opposing arm ies, about the 
only nu llification for service being ap­ 
parently the ability to hurl a stone at 
th e advancing forces of th e enem y. At 
first the stone throw ing is a t long range 
and uninteresting, hut as the throw ing 
continues, th e forces draw nearer, and 
the tight w axes fast and furious, mon 
being detailed to collect th e stones into 
heaps again or fetch fresh am m unition 
for the firing line. 
Then th e clash 
comes, the tw o hollies meet, fierce rush- J 
es are made, stones are discarded, and 
knives and eluhs are freely used. The 
clash of w eapons, the scream s of the 
com batants, tile surging m ass of men. 
some being tram pled to death, now 
falling, now struggling to their feet, the 
blood flowing from num erous cuts the 
whole goes to m ake a picture th a t de- 
piets anything but the joy we attrib u te 
to the com ing of a new year. T he fight 
is kept up until the clang of the g reat 
city bell tells the com batants th a t it is 
tim e to retu rn home. 
P erh ap s th e m ost singular featu re 
of the celebration is th a t during the 
rem aining eleven m onths of the year 
the K orean is as am iable a person as 
can be found in any country, and by 
som e w riters th e average K orean is 
characterized as the m ost ab ject cow­ 
a rd on the face of th e earth. 
B ut, cow ards or no cow ards, th e 
K orean people still Indulge, as they 
have for years, in th is annual w arlike 
welcome o f th e new year. 
Indeed it is 
legal in K orea to fight not only on 
N rw Y ear’s day, b u t during the first 
moon or m onth of th e year. 
T he cus­ 
tom has become a national institution, 
sanctioned 
by th e 
governm ent and 
patronized by the king and th e nobili­ 
ty. 
T he police atten d th e battles, b u t 
m erely to keep order am ong the specta­ 
tors. 
F ighting is tho K orean’s privi­ 
lege w ith the advent of each new year, 
and he is expected to exercise th a t 
privilege to the ex ten t of his ability if 
he w ould be accounted a good, country 
loving K orean.—New York T ribune.
